A memorial service to the late 
Dr. George Petrie was held on 
Dec. 9 at the Westminster House in 
observance of Alabama Day, with 
Dr. Zebulon Judd as_ speaker. 
The program was sponsored by 
the Light Horse Harry Lee chap- 


rican Revolution and the Admir- 
al Semmes Chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. 

Dr. Judd, dean of the school of 
education at A. P. I. and. long- 
time friend of Dr. Petrie, said: 

-“Dr. Petrie lived so long in Au- 
burn and was so intimately iden- 
tified with the life and people of 
this community, it is inppossible 
not to contribute much of your 
knowledge of him. He lived not to 
himself but was a part of the com- 


en our memories, strengthen our 
admiration and respect and deep- 
en our affection; through this pub- 
lic commemoration of the man, 
our friend, his works and char- 
acter.” 

Dr. Petrie, Auburn’s football 
coach, had lived all but 21 years 
of his life here at the time of his 
death in Septefnber. He was 81 
years of age. He began as an in- 
structor in Latin and German and 
was dean of the graduate school 
and head of the history depart- 
ment at time of his retirement. 
Dr. Petrie contributed to the 
history of Alabama_ through 
“History of Alabama’ and mater- 
ials for Alabama Day programs 
for 1928, 1929, and 1931. He was 
the author of several articles 
and books, including “The South 
in ‘the Building of the Nation,” 
“Historical Studies,” “History of 
Alabama,” and others. 

Dean Judd said, “Dr. Petrie was 
a religious man. He was. philoso- 


phical. Though he was intensely |
